President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
paid his first visit to the Syrian 
province of his United Arab Re- 
public today and received a tu- 
multuous welcome from 100,000 of 
his new subjects. 


Damascus 
radio's announce- 


ment of the surprise flight from 
Cairo brought crowds rushing to 
the building where Nasser was con- 
ferring with outgoing Syrian Pres- 
ident Shukri Kuwatly. Both ap- 
peared on the balcony and waved. 


"Long live Nasser our'new pres- 


ident," the crowd chanted. 


The Cairo press had been pre- 


dicting that Kuwatly would arrive 
in Egypt at any moment to trans- 
fer power to Nasser. The Egyptian 
leader 
was thought to have 


changed signals for security rea- 
sons, visiting here to confer with 
Kuwatly on a cabinet for the new 
state. 


Nasser didn't let Kuwatly know 


he was coming. No Syrian offi- 
cials were on hand when he land- 
ed with Abdul Latif Boghdadi, 
speaker of the Egyptian National 
Assembly; Field Marshal Abdul 
Hakim Amer, commander in chief 
of the U.A.R. armed forces; and 
Anwar Elsadat, head of Egypt's 
single party, the National Union, 
which is replacing Syria's parties. 


The group drove off to Kuwat- 


ly's home. 


The Egyptians 
and Syrians 


voted almost unanimously Fri- 
day to join in the UA.R., with 
Nasser having almost absolute 
power as president during a tran- 
sition period of unspecified length.

buzzed over the audacious feat. 


Special guards were assigned to 


the 24 other internationally famed 
drivers here. 


Authorities refused to discuss 


the Fangio case, but rebel leader 
Fidel Castro was quick to claim 
responsibility. A rebel spokesman 
telephoned The Associated Press 
to confirm the abduction last night 
but would not say what would be 
done with Fangio. / 


Friends expired doubt the 


champion was in any danger. 
They believed the rebels were 
holding him in an attempt to force 
cancellation of the auto races— 
slated to start at 2 p.m.—and thus 
give Batista an international black 
eye. 
. The kidnaping probably also was 
intended to throw a scare into 
Cuba's big tourist industry. Castro 
has been trying to sabotage vari- 
ous sectors of the economy in 
hopes that the island's business 
leaders would seek peace by help- 
ing to force Batista out.

BUENOS AIRES (ffl—Gaunt, be- 


wing intellectual, is the new presi- 
dent-elect of Argentina. The sup- 
port of banished dictator Juan D. 
Peron apparently was a decisive 
factor in his landslide victory. 


Ffondizi ran far ahead of mid- 


dle-of-the-roader Ricardo Balbin 
in Argentina's first free presiden- 
tial election in more than a de- 
cade. Nine other opponents trailed 
way behind. 


Both are attorneys and repre- 


sent left and right wings of the 
Radical party — a conservative 
group despite its name. Balbin 
ran for president against Peron 
in 1952 and Frondizi was No. 2 
man on the ticket. 


But Frondizi's intransigent Rad- 


ical party collected votes from 
many of the strong-arm segments 
of Argentina's political spectrum 
this time. His backers ranged 
from Communists 'to labor to Pe-' 
ronists and Fascist splinter part- 
ies.

New Russian Weapons 
Test Reported by AEC 


WASHINGTON m—The United 


States announced a new Russian 
weapons test yesterday. Japanese 
scientists said the Soviets had ex- 
ploded a hydrogen bomb in the 
Siberian arctic. 


An Atomic Energy Commission 


announcement said only that "the 
Soviets had conducted a weapons 
test" in Russian territory and that 
"the yield of the test was in the 
megaton range." A meagaton is 
the explosive equivalent of a mil- 
lion tons of TNT. 


Somewhat later, Japan's Cen- 


tral Meteorological Observatory 
said its staff had calculated the 
blast occured about 2,480 miles 
north-northwest of Japan. An ob- 
servatory s p o k e s m a n said in 
Tokyo the explosion was "rather 
big" and was believed "similar 
in size to a previous Russian test 
held last October." 


Recovery Plans 
Considered By 
Nation's Chiefs 


WASHINGTON iff) — Both, the 


Eisenhower 
administration 
and 


.Democratic -leaders in Congress, 
may swing into action with re- 
covery measures—including tax 
cut proposals—if the economy 
doesn't pick up next month. 


However, 
some 
Republican 


leaders professed to see signs that 
the economy is about to stage a 
comeback. 


Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell 


said "I would think so" when ha 
was asked if it was the consensus 
of the Cabinet that a tax cut 
should be proposed if unemploy- 
ment c o n t i n u e s to rise next 
month. 


But MitcKell said he expects un- 


employment to decline in March 
after reaching a peak of perhaps 
4,600,000 or 4,700,000 jobless this 
month. Unemployment in January 
was reported as nearly 4% mil- 
lion, or 5.8 per cent of the total 
civilian working force. 


There already are signs the em- 


ployment situation is improving, 
the labor secretary said in a tele- 
vision interview. But he said if tha 
business lag should get worse the 
administration will "do whatever 
is necessary" to reverse th« 
trend.

Kinsey Institute Issues a 
Report on Latest Studies! 
Enter the 


NEW YORK (f) — One in 10 


American women becomes preg- 
nant before marriage, the Kinsey 
Institute reported today. 
'Of those pregnancies.which do 
not lead to quick marriages, 89 
per cent end in abortion, the in- 
stitute said, 6 per cent produce 
illegitimate children and 5 per 
cent end in miscarriage. 


A copyrighted article in the cur- 


rent issue of McCaU's^ magazine 
is based on the report, the first 
issued by the Institute for Sex Re- 
search at Indiana University since 
the death of the institute's found- 
er, Dr. Alfred C. Kinsey, in 1956. 


The report, titled "Pregnancy, 


Birth and Abortion," also said: 


Among all women of child- 


bearing age now alive, -one in 
seven has had or will have a pre- 
marriage abortion. 


Most unmarried women who 


undergo abortions continue sexual 
relations afterward. Only 3 per 
cent stop. 


"Shotgun weddings" are com- 


paratively rare. Only 19 per cent 
of single women who become 
pregnant marry 
during their i 


pregnancies. 
Half 
these mar- 


riages eventually break up. 


Two thirds of the single women 


who have had abortion! reported 
no u n f a v o r a b l e consequen- 
ces whatever. 


The more devoutly religious fc 


woman is, the less likely she is 
to become pregnant before mar- 
riage. 


Of women who marry after 


reaching 30 years of age, 31 per 
cent having premarital sexual re- 
lations become pregnant and 30 
per cent have abortions. 


In its 1953 report of female sex 


behavior, the institute said half 
the women questioned had sexual 
experience before marriage. Of 
these, one in five becomes preg- 
nant, the new report said. 


"Pregnancy before marriage is 


not just a rare problem, not just 
a mischance which affects an oc- 
casional ignorant farm girl—but 
a widespread social problem," 
the report said- 


The report said that of women 


who become pregnant before mar- 
riage most are married and ''pre- 
sumably are .as happy as any 
other wives." 


The price of abortions, the sur- 


vey said is increasing. Up through 
the 1920s, the median price of an 
abortion was S76. In the 1940s, it 
jumped to S143 and is considered 
even higher now.

Knowland Takes Himself 
OutofRacebyBackingNixon 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (ffl — Sen. Wil- 


liam Knowland of California has 
>set his sights on the 1964—or pos- 
sibly 1968—Republican' presiden- 
tial nomination. 


Knowland, -the Senate Republi- 


can leader who is running this 
year for governor of California, 
practically took himself out of the 
1960 presidential contest with a 
conditional endorsement of Vice 
President Nixon. 


"If I am elected governor of 


California I expect to' serve out 
my term," he said in an inter- 
view. ' 'I think Dick Nixon is 
likely to be the presidential nomi- 
nee and I would support him." 


Knowland made it clear, how- 


ever, he is not foreclosing the pos- 
sibility that IIP himself would be- 
come a candidate for the 1960 
nomination if anything should 
happen to eliminate Nixon from 
the race. 


The Republican leader said he 


had no intention of "Sherman- 
izing" himself to the extent of 
saying he would not accept the 
nomination or would not serve if 
elected. He referred to the state- 
ment made after the Civil War 
by Gen. William T. Sherman. 


Knowland said he has no pres- 


•ent intention of entering 
any 


presidential primaries in 1960. 
Nixon is expected to enter that 
year's primaries and there has 
been speculation that he might 
be embarrassed .by having anoth- 
er Californian as one of his op- 
ponents. 


Knowland's decision to wait it 


out beyond 1960 apparently is 
based on the belief that (1) Nixon 
now is far ahead in the contest 
for the nomination, (2) that 1960 
might not be a good year for the 
Republicans and (3) that he is 


i young enough at 49 to bide his 
I time until 1964 or even 1968.

an FCC decision in a TV case. 


Whiteside akeady has 
chal- 


lenged the allegations, 
calling 


them,, lies. His appearance before 
a House subcommittee investigat- 
ing the FCC gave him a chance 
to make his denials under oath. 


FCC Commissioner. Richard A. 


Mack has termed "without foun- 
dation" the payoff charges unk- 
ing him with Whiteside. Mack will 
testify later in the week. 


The subcommittee has been in- 


quiring about alleged pressures on 
the FCC "in behalf of various ap- 
plicants for TV Channel 10 in 
Miami. The study is part of the 
House group's investigation to de- 
termine whether the federal reg- 
ulatory agencies are carrying out 
the intent of Congress in creating 
them. 


The name of Whiteside has 


bobbed up all through the hear- 


ings on Channel 10. He has been 
described as one who worked on 
behalf of Public Service Televi- 
sion, Inc., a subsidiary of Nation- 
al Airlines. 


An FCC examiner recommend- 


ed in March 1955 that the Miami 
channel be given to A. Frank Kat- 
zentine, Miami Beach radio sta- 
tion operator. By a 4-2 decision 
in February 1957, the FCC grant- 
ed the channel to Public Service, 
one of four applicants for the TV 
license now described as worth 
millions. 


Mack, a Miamian, was one of 


the four commissioners voting for 
Public Service. 


In an affidavit introduced in the 


hearings, 
Katzentine quoted a 


friend as saying Whiteside had 
told the friend Mack was pledged 
to vote for the National Airlines 
subsidiary.

In view of the gloomy predictions that have 


been offered the reading and listening public the 
past few days we submit the following from The 
Salamanca Republican Press as a counter-argu- 
ment to ease the minds of those who are inclined 
to be disturbed by thoughts of dire happenings 
before there is cause for alarm: 


"The optimist sees the doughnut; the pessimist 
sees the hole."

some was like granulated sugar, almost ice. Add 
it all up and you have high potentialities for good 
or ill. 


The pessimist thinks of warm days and rains 
that might melt the snow rapidly and send tor- 
rents of water into the valleys, putting streams 
out of banks and causing heavy flood damage. 


The optimist remembers that snow is good fer- 
tilizer, and makes for productivity of the soil. Also 
that if weather conditions are favorable, much 
snow will melt gradually and seep into the ground 
to replenish underground supplies—filling wells, 
assuring flow in springs, raising the water table 
(which has been low of recent years). The op- 
timist also remembers that March and April of- 
ten are marked by cold nights, which check the 
runoff started during warm days. And that many 
another heavy accumulation of snow has been 
providently disposed of by Nature. 


To attempt to predict which way it will be 
with this winter's snows, would be rash and fool- 
ish. However, it is well to remember that the op- 
timist might be right. 


ONE LAST COMMENT 


Titusville Herald: Having wrapped up the 


notes from which 34,430 words were written on 
the Lydia Dean trial for readers of The Herald, 
we wish to make two minor comments before 
putting away the matter for good. 


First, the dependence of people on their news- 


papers for information was emphasized time and 
time again by attorneys for both sides. Every 
prospective juror was asked: "Have you read 
about tliis case in the newspapers?" It was al- 
ways "newspapers," and never anything else. 
Rightly so, too, because newspapers are far and 
away the dominant medium for news and infor- 
mation in this country. 


And second: the trial underlined a point that 


should be made more often by those of us in the 
morning field, and that is: comprehensive cover- 
age of an event is done better by morning papers. 
This is true, not because people who work on 
morning papers are smarter — not at all — but 
simply because of the hour of issue. Morning 
newspaper stories are written at the end of the 
day, when all is finished, so they present a com- 
plete and unbroken story of one day's events. 
Atfernoon papers do a fine job of telling what 
happened during the first part of the day, that 
very day, but they are obliged to go back and 
review what happened in the late hours of the 
previous day. Inevitably, such an account is not 
free-flowing.

perienced lately. But wildlifers 
and

amusing about the plight of the 
deer, particularly at this time. 
They are doing everything hu- 
manly possible to provide nat- 
ural food to tide the distressed 
animals, as well as wild turkeys 
over this critical period while 
the snow is 18 to 40 inches deep 
in the northern counties. Mean- 
while it is hoped the weather 
will soon moderate and continue 
to be "reasonable" for the next 
few weeks, so that the wild 
brood stock in the woodlands 
will pull through in condition to 
repopulate the countryside. In 
most northern counties game 
has had a rough time since late 
last year. But the additional 
deep snows and record cold of 
the last two weeks have caused 
Game Commission p e r s o nnel, 
sportsmen and others to watch 
conditions closely and' to extend 
their efforts to help distressed 
wildlife in every way possible.

EPSON IN WASHINGTON * 


Union of Jordan and Iraq 
Entangles Mideast Furthe

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—Federation of Jordan and Iraq into a 


single country caused more surprise—if not consternation—in 


U.S. 
diplomatic circles than the union of Syria and Egypt two 


weeks before. 


Egyptian Dictator Nasser's dreams of a greater Arab nation have, 


of course, been bandied about for several years. 


But nobody took them seriously until the two recent mergers 


actually came off. They caught western world intelligence services 
badly off base, and scooped them completely. 


U.S. Secretary of State John Foster Dulles had been in Ankara, 


Turkey, Jan. 26-30 for the fourth Baghdad Pact meeting with 
Britain, Turkey, Iran, Pakistan and Iraq. But not a word was 
heard at this conference that the Jordan-Iraq union was being 
considered. 


THE IDEA THAT IRAQ should give more support to weak 


Jordan had been talked of loosely. It was given some U.S. en- 
couragement. Iraq actually gave Jordan a million dollars or so 
frorn time to time. 


There was also an Egyptian-Saudi Arabian-Syrian agreement to 


give Jordan the equivalent of 35 million dollars. This was to make 
up for the old British subsidy to Jordan—ended when British troops 
were kicked out. 


Egypt and Syria never gave Jordan a dinar. Saudi Arabia con- 


tributed the equivalent of four million dollars last year. A second 
Saudi Arabian payment is now being negotiated. 


What the United States is going to do for Jordan and Iraq in 


the future' is also now being worked out. Last year the U.S. gave 
Jordan around 40 million dollars in military, economic and technical 
assistance. 


Some U.S. military aid was airlifted into Jordan last year to 


counter a threat of Syrian aggression. With the help of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet, this operation was considered a success. ' 


The U.S. gives no economic assistance to Iraq because it has oil 


revenues of its own and doesn't need that kind of aid. There are 
some technical assistance funds for Iraq. The amount of military 
aid to Iraq, as a Baghdad Pact country, is secret. 


ONE POSSIBILITY is that for the future, the U.S. may give all 


Its aid to the new Arab Federated State of Jordan and Iraq. Specific 
allocations would then be made to the two countries on the same 
formulas in effect for previous aid. " 


The whole scheme of Middle East international relationships has 


been thrown into a scramble by the new developments. 


For example, Jordan has an armistice agreement with Israel. 


Iraq and Israel do not have such an agreement. 


Jordan is where most of the 500,000 refugees from what used to 


be Palestine are now kept in camps. The United Nations agree- 
ment to feed these refugees ends in 1960. 


What the influx of these Palestinian refugees into Iraq, would do 


to that country is another problem to face later. 


THIS UNION obviously puts a formidable obstacle in the path 


of Israeli ambitions to move their eastern border to the Persian 
Gulf. V 


On the other hand, it is not believed that the union of Jordan 


and Iraq will cause the Israeli government to make any sudden 
moves to occupy the territory now held by Jordan west of the 
Jordan Hiver. 


President Nasser of Egypt and Syria welcomes the union of 


Jordan and Iraq officiayy. But there is no disguising the fact that 
the ultimate Egyptian aim is todrtge the kings off all Arab thrones 
and merge the whole Middfe'ElSf'Tnto One greatey Arab, state. 


Special efforts have been made 
to provide natural food for deer 
and earn corn, in feeders, for 
wild turkeys.

TN the fifth grade Mr. F. had a rough time with grammar. One

younger brother played, her school marks continued to outrank his. 
And as their parents, relatives and teachers continued to praise 
her record while barely managing tolerance for Mr. F.'s, he dealt 
with the humiliating difference in the usual way. 


His resentment of Ada became resentment of schooling. In his 


third year of high school he left it to enter the building trade.

it's an immense, secret satisfaction to him that unmarried 


Ada makes $3,500 a year teaching grammar in a run-down 


school while he makes $15,000 as a prosperous building contractor. 


Which wouldn't matter at all if this jealous satisfaction were 


not making a problem in his family. 


Just last night his wife said to him, "Why couldn't you say some- 


thing nice to Bill about his B in algebra? You know how hard he's 
worked to get it. Honestly, I sometimes think you don't care if the 
boy gets through high school or not." 


The truth is, Mr. F. doesn't. 


"DESENTMENT of his sister is still so mixed up with resentment 


of schooling that he just can't respect it as profitable to his 


children. Completely unaware of why the obligation to encourage 
their school work makes him so angry, he shouted at Mrs. F., "Can't 
a man ever get peace in this house!"

realizing how our early feelings toward brothers and sisters color 
our treatment of children.
